Big twist in 
Cobblers’ 
rescue fight 


Northampton Borough Council has lodged a 
petition for the administration of Northampton 
Town Football Club, in a bid to buy more time 
for the club to be rescued. 

The winding-up petition against the club for 
£166,000 of unpaid taxes is due to be pre¬ 
sented at High Court next Monday, which 
could place the club into liquidation. 

The local authority will appear in court to 
oppose liquidation and explain its proposals to 
the judge, but it would be up to the judge to 
decide whether or not to allow an adjourn¬ 
ment. 

The council’s representatives recently held 
discussions with Her Majesty’s Revenue and 
Customs, who have ‘indicated that they are 
unwilling to delay or adjourn this action’. 

As a result, a petition for administration has 
been lodged which would have precedence 
over the HMRC action, and could prevent the 
club being put into liquidation. 

The move is to allow the club more time to 
conclude a deal with former Oxford United 
chairman Kelvin Thomas, who is poised to 
take over the club. 

The petition will not result in a points 
deduction for the club by the Football League. 

Last night at the meeting of the council’s 
Cabinet it was announced there will be a spe¬ 
cial meeting to discuss the results of the cur¬ 
rent situation.

Britain’s worst speeding offender 
has been jailed after filming himself 
driving at 192mph on country roads 
across Northants. 

Shaun Davis, 42, of Woodpecker 
Drive in Northampton, was accused 
of driving dangerously between 2012 
and 2014 in BMWs and Audis on sin¬ 
gle and dual carriageways in the 
county. Police found mobile phone 
footage of him driving after arresting 
him for an unrelated matter. 

He denied 12 counts of dangerous 
driving, arguing it wasn’t him in the 
videos, but was found guilty of four 


charges of driving at speeds of 
between 150mph and 192mph, on 
roads such as the A5 and A45. 

He was sentenced to 28 months in 
jail and given a 10 year driving ban. 

His daughter Jordan Davis, 23, of 
Hove Road, Rushden, was found 
guilty of inciting or encouraging an 
offence of dangerous driving. 

Detective Inspector Greg Maides, 
from the East Midlands Special 
Operations Unit, said the videos 
showed Mr Davis ‘driving grossly 
in excess of the maximum national 
speed limit with no regard for the 
safety of other motorists...’

By the time your read this I will have, 
if everything has gone to plan, paid 
my respects to one of 
Northamptonshire journalism’s local 
legends - Terry Morris. 

Terry did two of the trickiest jobs 
you could ask for at the Chron when 
it was an evening paper - he was 
simultaneously on the newsdesk and 
he wrote about the Saints. 

Ideally a man in such a position 
should be possessed of vast resourc¬ 
es of tact and diplomacy. Terry 
incredibly managed to pull it off 
without either. 

Instead he deployed a fearless but 
fair-minded honesty and genuinely 
called it as he saw it - whether it 
made him popular or not. 

I became News Editor at the Chron 
while Terry was deputy - his respon¬ 
sibilities covering the Saints prevent¬ 
ing him from taking the senior role 
which in a de facto sense was his. 

f If someone left, the

He was like the grizzled veteran 
sergeant next to the callow youth of 
my captaincy. He barked orders at 
the reporters because he knew 
instinctively what I have now come 
to learn - you must treat reporters 
like dogs. 

Terry had a number of rules he 
stuck to pretty rigidly in his dealings 
with colleagues. 

If someone left, his message in their 
leaving card was famously brief and 
Anglo Saxon. 

He also unilaterally refused to 
accept the existence of the word 
‘refurbished’ because how can some¬ 
thing be RE-furbished when there is 
no such word as furbished? 

Without doubt Terry was one in a 
million and although not born and 
bred in Northampton he was a 
unique voice in our media that will 
never be replicated. 

When journalism has no-one left in 
it but bland and inoffensive TV wan¬ 
nabes, it will be people like Terry 
that we are missing.

When Michelle Jay from East 
Hunsbury in Northampton, 
finishes the 2016 London 
Marathon, no matter how 
much it hurts she will be 
smiling. 

Smiling as she will have 
raised £3,500 for the chil¬ 
dren’s charity Smile Train 
which will allow 23 children 
who suffer from the rare 
genetic condition Goldenhar 
Syndrome to have an opera¬ 
tion. 

Michelle, 40, and her hus¬ 
band, 36, have three chil¬ 
dren. 

Georgina, seven, Alistair, 
five and Isabella (Izzy) who 
is two. 

Izzy has Goldenhar 
Syndrome which means the 
left side of her body didn’t 
develop as it should. 

As a result she has under¬ 
gone a series of operations 
in the past two years to 
begin to correct the facial 
cleft she had and recon¬ 
struct her ear, which had 
failed to develop. 


Speaking about the 
moment she found out her 
daughter has this condition, 
Michelle said: “It was 
incredibly difficult, as you 
always expect everything to 
be fine. So when it happened 
it was a big shock. I look at 
her now and think she is 
amazing as she has ben 
through so much in the past 
two years. 

“I do not know many peo¬ 
ple who would have been 
able to deal with what she 
has and Izzy is only two- 
years-old. 

“We were told it would be 
tough and what she was 
going to go through was a 
journey. 

“We know she will not look 
like other children and even 
now I wonder how she will 
be accepted when she goes 
to school.

reaches puberty she will 
need an operation on her 
jaw, which will require a 
bone graft and rods put in to 
extend it. At that time she 
will have to make the deci¬ 
sion if she wants it done.

Rape reports third 
highest in country

Rape reports in Northants 
have almost doubled in five 
years - but the number of 
prosecutions has fallen by a 
third. 

The figures have been 
released in a new report by 
Her Majesty’s Inspectorate of 
Constabulary (HMIC), which 
show in the last year there 
were 289 incidents of ‘adult 
rape’ reported to Northants 
Police - almost double the 155 
reported in 2010-11. 

Also according to the report, 
released last Thursday, the 


number of child rape cases in 
the last financial year (2014- 
15) stands at 138, up 38 from 
the 100 reported in 2010-11. 

Meanwhile, 43 defendants 
faced prosecution last year, 
with just 11 being convicted, 
compared to 65 prosecutions 
and 16 convictions in 2010. 

Combining the figures, 
Northants now has the third 
highest rape reports in 
England and Wales, sitting 
behind Hampshire - which 
has the second highest - and 
London. 

Below the county, Greater 
Manchester has the fifth 
highest rape reports, fol¬ 


lowed by Nottinghamshire 
and Cleveland. 

Reacting to the report, 
Northants Police’s head of 
crime, Detective Superin¬ 
tendent Steve Lingley, said 
the increase in recorded rape 
offences is ‘a mark of the 
increased confidence of vic¬ 
tims to come forward’. 

He added: “There is cur¬ 
rently a multi-agency review 
taking place looking at the 
nature and scale of sexual 
offences in Northants. The 
findings, which will be 
reported next month, will 
help us engineer an appropri¬ 
ate partnership response.”

Northampton South MP 
David Mackintosh has 
admitted on BBC show 
Sunday Politics that he feels 
partly responsible over the 
unpaid £10.25 million loan 
to the Cobblers.

Mr Mackintosh, who was

able to prosper and grow in 
the future has not material¬ 
ised. There are a lot of 
questions to be answered.” 

As for whether he was 
satisfied enough due dili¬ 
gence was carried out, he 
replied: “Yes, obviously it is 
one of the concerns when 
looking at a huge amount of 
public money that you make 
sure the deal is done in a 
way that safeguards that.” 


£19k invoices 
in club’s name

The architect who 
designed Cobblers 
chairman David 

Cardoza's family home 
was told to invoice for 
the drawings under 
the title ‘Northampton 
Town Football Club: 
Design concept plans'. 

The H&P last month 
reported that Mr 
Cardoza’s luxury new six- 
bedroom house in 
Church Brampton had 
been left half-built, and 
that the builders had quit 
the site. 

But it has since been 
discovered that the 
architect hired by 1st 
Land Ltd - a firm con¬ 
tracted by the Cobblers 
to oversee redevelop¬ 
ment of Sixfields stadium 
- to draw up designs of 
the new house, was told 
to title invoices for the 
plans under the same 
name as the football 
club. 


The invoices, by archi¬ 
tect Stuart Loxton, 
totaled £18,500, of which 
£14,000 was for the plan¬ 
ning work and £4,500 
was for the building reg¬ 
ulations. 

Mr Loxton, who was 
employed to put together 
the designs in February 
2014, said all the invoices 
were paid on time, but 
that in August, when he 
was more than halfway 
through the building 
designs, he was suddenly 
told to stop work imme¬ 
diately by 1st Land Ltd’s 
director, Bushey-based 
businessman Howard 
Grossman. 

Mr Loxton said: “I was 
about 80 per cent through 
the building regulations 
when I was told to stop, 
as there was some sort of 
dispute between 

Grossman and Cardoza.” 

However, despite the 
designs not being fully 
completed, work on 
building the house start¬ 


ed later on. 

The house, which Mr 
Loxton predicts would 
have cost around £1 mil¬ 
lion to build, would have 
included an indoor 
swimming pool, gym, 
cinema room, games 
room and a tennis court. 

Although the project 
was managed by Mr 
Grossman, on two occa¬ 
sions Mr Loxton met with 
Mr Cardoza and his wife 
to discuss the plans. 

“I was having meetings 
with David and his wife 
at their old house, and we 
were speaking quite reg¬ 
ularly about the design - 
how everything was 
going to be done. 

“It was going to be a 
replacement home. They 
had already lived on the 
site - they had a house 
there. But then that was 
knocked down and they 
were renting a house 
down the road while the 
replacement house was 
being built.”

Deputy paid more 
than council chief

The assistant director of 
children’s services at 
Northamptonshire County 
Council is paid more than 
her boss and her boss’ boss. 

Palvinder Kudhail is part of 
the team charged with turn¬ 
ing round the beleaguered 
children’s services depart¬ 
ment of the county council, 
which had been rocked in 
recent years by critical 
inspection reports. 

However it has emerged 
that Ms Kudhail’s expertise 
last year cost NCC 
£252.663.78, paid to Palvinder 
Kudhail Associates - a com¬ 
pany which is listed as 100 
per cent owned by Ms Kudhail 
with no employees. 

Meanwhile the basic salary 
for the Director of Children’s 
Services is £136,000 and the 



basic for the Chief Executive 
is £191,000 (before other ben¬ 
efits). 

Chancellor George Osborne 
has announced his intention 
to rein in the use of personal 
services companies and ‘off- 
payroll’ arrangements for 
remunerating public services 
staff. 

He is concerned that it is 
being used as a way of avoid¬ 
ing 45 per cent income tax 
and paying 20 per cent corpo¬ 
ration tax instead. 

The Government has fined 


the NHS and MOD for having 
too many people paid on that 
basis. 

However professionals who 
might work for a number of 
employers on a consultancy 
basis operate as a personal 
services company to simplify 
managing their finances. 

There is no suggestion Ms 
Kudhail is trying to avoid tax. 

A spokesman for Northants 
County Council said: “We 
keep a tight review of all off- 
payroll expenditure and only 
allow those appointments 
with a solid business case to 
continue and only for as long 
as it is absolutely necessary. 
We also have robust process¬ 
es in place to ensure that 
employees pay appropriate 
tax. The county council is on 
an improvement journey for 
our children’s services and so 
it is vital that we have the 
right leadership and staff in 
place to tackle this.” 


Jobs are at risk at Carlsberg brewery in town 


Jobs are at risk at Carlsberg’s 
Northampton brewery after 
the company revealed plans 
to reduce the size of its global 
workforce by 15 per cent. 

The Danish brewer, which 
has bases in the UK, Russia 
and China, has released its 
latest financial statement 


which shows a loss in the 
third quarter due to poor sales 
in Eastern Europe and China. 

As a result, it now plans to 
cut 2,000 jobs worldwide to 
help cut costs. 

However, it is not known 
how many jobs are at risk at 
the Northampton brewery. 


The predicted 2,000 jobs 
losses are 700 more than 
Carlsberg had announced 
previously. 

A new interim chief execu¬ 
tive, Michiel Herkemij, has 
been appointed to lead the 
brand’s restructuring in the

Officer describes 
‘carnage’ at club

A police officer who was one 
of the first on the scene to 
witness the tragic events at 
the former Lava and Ignite 
nightclub in Northampton on 
October 18, 2011 described 
‘the horror’ he saw as ‘car¬ 
nage’. 

Police Sergeant Steven Neal 
was giving evidence on 
Wednesday at the resumed 
inquests into the deaths of 
Nabila Nanfuka, 22, and 
Laurene-Danielle Jackson, 
19, being held at Courtroom 
Number 1, Sessions House, 
County Hall, George Row, 
Northampton 

Nabila Nanfuka and 
Laurene-Danielle Jackson 
lost their lives following a 
mass panic at the Lava and 
Ignite nightclub in 
Northampton on 18 October 
2011. 

Nabila Nanfuka, a student 
from, Neasden, North 
London, died at Northampton 
General Hospital on 
Wednesday, October 19, 2011. 

She was studying leisure 
and tourism at Northampton 
University. 

Laurene-Danielle Jackson, a 
student from Wembley, died 
at Leicester Glenfield Hospital 
on Sunday, November 6, 2011. 

She was studying psycholo-

gy and criminology at 
Kingston University 

Giving his evidence to a 
hushed court, Sgt Neal, who 
has been with Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police since 2005, 
said: “I was horrified people 
had been trampled onto the 
floor. It was absolute carnage. 

“I had never seen anything 
like it in my life. It was chaos, 
carnage, deafening, you 
could not hear yourself think. 

“There were screams, con¬ 
stant screaming. 

“People were at our feet. We 
just wanted to stop the crowd, 
stop them for a minute or 
thirty seconds to help, to get 
someone out.” 

While he was in the build¬ 
ing trying to help he saw a 
doorman fighting with a 
youth who was causing trou¬ 
ble. 

At one stage Sgt Neal was 
caught up in the crush and 


the force of the crowd lifted 
him up and he started to fall 
down the stairs. 

He said: “I was lifted up off 
my feet. The momentum of 
the crowd lifted me up and I 
was falling down stairs. I was 
being crushed.” 

Sgt Neal who had been on 
duty at the nightclub had 
walked around inside to 
check on everything at the 
request of the manager, 
Spencer Fitzgerald. 

He left the club at 3.15am 
and went back to the police 
station. While he was waiting 
to be told he could go off duty 
over the radio he heard 
screams for help from fellow 
officers. 

He said: “This was not the 
scene I had left at 3.15am. I 
never expected to hear col¬ 
leagues screaming for help.” 

He was asked did he hear 
the fire alarm go off, he 
answered: “It was probably 
going off the whole time but it 
was drowned out by the 
screaming. At times like this 
people go into a type of shock 
and start excluding every¬ 
thing around them. Their 
hearing goes all muffled.” 

The inquest continues 
today, Thursday and on 
Friday the coroner, Belinda 
Cheney will sum up the evi¬ 
dence before sending out the 
jury to consider its conclu¬ 
sion.

‘Police, stand still, don’t 
move’ shouted officers as 
they broke open the door 
and stormed into a flat. 

But such strong-arm tac¬ 
tics were not required at all 
the places visited on this 
particular raid. At another 
flat it was just a case of pull¬ 
ing a handle and entering 

Checking the door to see if 
it is open is one of the first, 
and admittedly most obvi¬ 
ous rules of MOE - Method 
of Entry.

A group of criminals 
were on the brink of receiv¬ 
ing a surprise visit. 

This was all part of 
Operation Vacation, which 
came under the umbrella of 



Operation Scorpion, 
Northamptonshire Police’s 
crackdown on violent crime 
in the county. 

Its aim is to tackle all types 
of violence, including 
domestic violence and bring 
those responsible before the 
courts. 

The operation on Monday 
centred on Overslade House 
in Northampton, where 
three offenders were being 


targeted. The warrant issued 
ranged from child exploita¬ 
tion to kidnap, GBH and 
drugs. 

Explaining what had hap¬ 
pened on the operation, PC 
Mark Holmes said: “We 
rolled up on the scene, each 
team knew where they were 
going.

Student flies 6,000 miles for research 


A University of Northampton undergrad¬ 
uate has gone to great lengths to carry 
out research for his dissertation - jetting 
more than 6,000 miles to the Amazon 
rainforest. 

Third year Environmental Science stu¬ 
dent, Thomas Grant, spent three weeks 
in Manu National Park, Peru, with the 
British Exploring Society researching the 
effects of altitude on butterfly popula¬ 
tions in the rainforest. 

For the summer expedition Thomas 
roughed it in the untamed jungle, sleep¬ 
ing in a hammock suspended between 


trees and losing all sense of time. 

“The experience was just amazing and 
reaffirmed what I have felt for a few years 
- that I don’t want to spend my life sitting 
at a desk, I want to be working in the 
field,” said Thomas, who comes from 
Wheathampstead, Hertfordshire. 

“To be able to say I went to Peru to 
research my dissertation is something 
few people can say, and I feel very privi¬ 
leged to have worked there. 

“I had a theory that butterfly popula¬ 
tions are affected by altitude, and my 
research backed this up.”

Boat firm rocked 
by redundancies

The owners of a troubled 
Northants-based yacht- 
builder have warned of a ‘sig¬ 
nificant number of redun¬ 
dancies’ as they battle to keep 
the company afloat. 

Fairline Boats, which has 
bases in Oundle and Corby, 
made the announcement this 
week, a month after it was 
bought by private equity firm 
Wessex Bristol. 

Following the takeover, it 
was announced that a third of 
its workforce - 109 of its 465 
staff - would be laid-off for 
four weeks while it ‘assessed 
the business’. 


But on Monday it revealed it 
has already begun a consulta¬ 
tion period with staff about 
possible redundancies. 

The 52-year-old business 
also announced it is seeking 
agreement from its creditors 
for a Company Voluntary 
Arrangement to help it 
‘restructure’ its debt. 

A Fairline spokesman said: 
“Since last month’s acquisi¬ 
tion of Fairline Boats Limited, 
Britain’s leading luxury yacht 
manufacturer, new owners 
Wessex Bristol Investments 
have taken significant steps in 
moving the company back 
towards profitability. 

“The company has made a 
recent announcement regard¬ 


ing a workforce restructure, 
which has involved the busi¬ 
ness entering into a collective 
consultation period with staff. 

“This will enable Fairline to 
right-size its operations to 
better reflect the marketplace 
environment, thereby permit¬ 
ting the business to operate 
efficiently. Regrettably this 
process is expected to result 
in a significant number of 
redundancies. 

“Nonetheless, it is a process 
entered into in the best inter¬ 
ests of the business’ key stake¬ 
holders, namely the creditors 
and employees, in an attempt 
to safeguard as many British 
jobs as possible, in both the 
present and the future.

M ost critics and 
Bond fans have 
been shaken 
and stirred by 
Daniel Craig’s 
fourth outing in the famous 
007 tuxedo. 

The current blockbuster has 
been dubbed “pure action 
mayhem with a real sense of 
style” but while his turn in 
Spectre won praise, Craig was 
reportedly quoted as saying he 
wasn’t keen to take on the role 
again. 

Spectre takes the honours for 
being the biggest, most 
spectacular and, with a £200m 
budget, most expensive Bond 
film ever produced. When 
production moved to the 


African desert, film-makers 
had to make sure that everyone 
within a 20-mile radius knew 
to expect loud explosions. The 
special effects supervisor, 

Chris Corbould, says the desert 
explosion, in which 2,100 
gallons of kerosene was used, 
was the biggest of his career. 

They used this glamourous

Citroen DS5 

Take a look inside... 


This DS5 loses its previous 
Citroen branding and gets a 
facelift, a revised interior and 
some efficiency tweaks. Will this 
be enough to turn round the 
fortunes of one of the market’s 
most underrated and undiscov¬ 
ered gems? 

The car is offered with a choice 
of no fewer than five power- 
plants. The most exotic is the 
Hybrid 4x4, which ditches the old 
Hybrid4 tag but retains the 200PS 
diesel hybrid tech. Petrol options 
include the THP 165, which 
comes with start-stop technol¬ 
ogy and is mated to a six-speed 
automatic transmission. 

The gem is the top BlueHDi 
180 unit. This auto-only model 
is able to polish off the sprint to 
62mph in 9.2 seconds and keep 
going to I 37mph. 

The suspension has been 
revised to better suit British 
roads, the stiff springing on early 
DS5 models having provoked 
grumbles that the ride quality was 
never quite as cosseting as many 
expected from a big Citroen. 

This version gets revised PLV 
(pre-loaded valve) shock absorb¬ 
ers to help reduce floatiness at 
higher speeds. 

The styling updates aren’t too 
dramatic, but serve to remind 
us what a striking-looking car 


the DS5 really is. The front end 
introduces some of the styling 
themes of the DS3 model and the 
revised grille features a DS logo 
in place of the traditional Citroen 
chevron. 

The headlights are different too, 
with xenon and LED options, 
while the light pods incorporate 
scrolling indicators. The bonnet 
panel has also been re-proflled, 
flowing into a set of chrome ‘sa¬ 
bres’ that run from the tips of the 
headlights to the front windows. 

Overall, the DS5 is nothing like 
an Audi, BMW or Mercedes and 
is all the better for it. True, it’ll 
take a while to convince British 
buyers that a big, French con¬ 
tender is anything other than a 
hugely speculative punt, but if po¬ 
tential buyers can be persuaded 
into a test drive, this car is in with 
a real chance of making sales. 

Spinning the DS brand off on 
its own is an interesting and bold 
manoeuvre, but we can’t see 
it changing much regarding the 
way this DS5 is perceived. British 
buyers are some of the most 
sceptical customers in the world 
and they can sniff out a market¬ 
ing stunt pretty quickly. Do your 
homework on the running costs, 
compare what you get for your 
money and the DS5 starts to 
come good.

Lawson D’Ath is thrilled to be 
back after the winger returned 
from a three-match suspension 
in Northampton Town’s wonder¬ 
ful FA Cup victory at Coventry 
City last weekend.

In helping the Cobblers to shock 
their League One opponents at the 
Ricoh Arena, DAth made the most 
of his comeback by putting in a 
superb cross that led to Marc 
Richards heading in what proved 
to be the winner. 

DAth said: “I was buzzing to be 
playing again as I had been wait¬ 
ing three weeks for it and to get the 
assist for the goal felt like a real 
confidence boost for me. 

“It was really frustrating to be 
out for three weeks because every 
player wants to play every minute 
of every game. 

“I actually felt frustrated with 
myself in the game, to be honest. I 
thought I gave the ball away a few 
times hut’s probably because I’ve 
been out for three weeks and I 
missed a week’s training. 

“I know I can play better, which 
is always a good thing for a player 
when people have praised you and 
you know can do better.” 

Not surprisingly, D’Ath regrets 
his sending-off during the only 
league game Northampton have 
lost in the last two months, and he 
made no excuses for it. 

He said: “I held my hands up and 
said sorry to the lads, even though 
it looked worse than what I intend¬ 
ed to do. 

“I was intending to commit 


almost a professional foul and just 
trip him (Harrison Dunk) up 
because I thought he was getting 
away from me and I tried to reach 
for him, but he was closer than I 
thought. 

“Obviously, I had just given the 
ball away as well, so there was 
frustration in the tackle.” 

Next up for Northampton is a 
home game against Mansfield, the 
team directly below them in the 
League Two table, as the fifth- 
placed Cobblers look to keep the 
momentum rolling.

Northampton Town Football Club 
revealed its players have had their 
wages paid in the last week by the 
Professional Footballers’ 
Association. 

The Cobblers failed to pay players 
their wages two weeks ago due to 
the club’s bank account being 
frozen, after they were hit by a 
winding-up petition by the taxman. 

And with just days to go to repay 
£166,000 in unpaid taxes to Her 
Majesty’s Revenue and Customs 
(HMRC) - before the petition is 


presented at High Court on 
November 16 - the financial pres¬ 
sure surrounding the club is 
growing. 

So as a result of the financial 
issues, the PFA - the trade union 
for professional footballers in 
England and Wales - have decided 
to step in and pay the players their 
wages. 

The exact figure of the loan by the 
PFA has not been released, and is 
being classed as ‘confidential 
information’. 


The players were told their wages 
were to be deferred the day before 
their 2-2 draw against Newport 
County on October 31 and other 
staff members at the club have 
also gone unpaid. 

Remarkably, the players have 
managed to put all the off-field 
issues at Sixfields out of their 
minds and have gone on an 
excellent run that has taken them 
up to fifth in League Two.

Northampton Saints get their 
Champions Cup campaign under 
way this Saturday night and their 
forwards coach Dorian West is 
expecting an open contest in 
their opening match against the 
Scarlets. 

That would be a contrast to the 
drab affair against the Saracens 
that gave precious little to excite 
the 15,000-plus inside Franklin’s 
Gardens as the Saints were 
ground into the dirt by the 
Premiership champions. 

Glasgow Warriors and Racing 92 
are the other two teams 
Northampton will be up against 
in Pool Three of European rugby’s 
flagship competition, meaning 
there really are no easy games. 

The Scarlets will provide a stern 
test as the Welsh region have 
begun the season well, sitting 
third in the Pro 12 and can call 
upon the likes of Jake Ball, Gareth 
Davies and DTH van der Merwe. 

West said: “I think it will be more 
open than last week. We’ve seen a 
lot of the Scarlets and we’ve 
played them a few times in recent 
years so we know that they’re a 
very dangerous team.

Where else to start other than the day 
Northampton were crowned European 
champions at Twickenham thanks to 
three penalties by Paul Grayson. His last 
two overturned an 8-3 half-time deficit 
after David Wallace scored what turned 
out to be the only try of the game for 
Munster. 

Northampton 31 Llanelli 28, May 2000 

That glorious afternoon listed above 
would never have happened had 
Grayson not settled this epic semi-final 
at Reading’s Madejski Stadium three 
weeks earlier. 

Northampton 23 Toulouse 21, Dec 2004 

Toulouse were the best side in Europe at 
the time and went on to win the compe¬ 
tition that season, but not before the 
Saints had given them a bloody nose at 
Franklin’s Gardens thanks to Shane 
Drahm’s drop goal. 

Biarritz 6 Northampton 7, April 2007 
The Frenchmen had beaten the Saints 
twice in the pool stage and not many 
gave the visitors a hope in this quarter 
final in San Sebastian, Spain with 
Robbie Kydd’s intercept try providing 
what was a real upset. 

Northampton 31 Munster 27, Oct 2009 
Shane Geraghty didn’t have the happiest 
of spells at Franklin’s Gardens, but he 
ran the show in what was the Saints’ 
return to the Heineken Cup after two 
seasons away. The fly-half scored 21 
points in the match, including a try. 
Northampton 23 Ulster 13, April 2011 
Soane Tonga’uiha gave Northampton 
the perfect start in this quarter final in 
Milton Keynes by scoring in just the sec¬ 
ond minute and Lee Dickson’s try along 
with 13 points from Stephen Myler 
eased the Saints through. 

Leinster 9 Northampton 18, Dec 2013 
Leinster had destroyed the Saints 40-7 
in their own back yard just a week earli¬ 
er, but tries by George North and Jamie 
Elliott completed this revenge mission 
at Dublin’s Aviva Stadium. 



It’s fair to say that this match will not live long 
in the memory and it’s one Northampton 
Saints will want to put out of their minds after 
their 12-6 defeat by Saracens last Saturday. 

The visitors left Saints’ fans inside Franklin’s 
Gardens feeling blue on their last visit as they 
ended their teams’ defence of their title back in 
May, and the mood was pretty flat again at the 
final whistle of a game that never fired. 

Four Owen Farrell penalties were enough to 
condemn Northampton to their third defeat in 
four games this season - not the way they
